(entry layer) 1110 may be provided to train Al engine 540. In the beauty product 
examples, perception data 1110 may represent a wide variety of information, including 
physical attributes, skin conditions, product information, user preferences, and/or expert 
advice. Through training, Al engine 540 may obtain exit layer 1 120, which represents 
weighed connections of perception data 1110. Knowledge 1 130 gained from exit 
layer 1 120 may be stored at any convenient location, including database 510.
